November 5: The picture is not clear regarding Soviet 
intentions on elimination of missile sites. 

On November 4 truck transports were seen at two points 
with Soviet personnel, including women and chidren, with 
suitcases, on their way to Habana where vessels were 
awaiting them* 

Last week in Camaguey a large column of tractors was 
seen with excessively long trailers going to Oriente that 
probably transported camouflage missiles. Russian personnel 
wore olive green Cuban uniforms without caps. 

During U Thant's visit 12 two-engine jet bombers with 
delta wings were transferred to Camaguey Airfield. Kay since 
have been again. 

The Soviets are reported to have left missile bases at 
Remedios . 

Missile bases in the south of the island are reported 
not to have been eliminated yet.
